Madrid, Aug. 22 -Spanish irritation 
over Oermany's assumption of possession of 
the Caroline Island* is increasing. The 
newspapers here express indignation at the 
annexation. They aay the act ignores the 
ancient righto of Bpain; declare that the 



Spanish consult, long before the annexation 
was made, notified Germany that the Bpan- 
iah governor of U» Philippine Inlands had 
since last March been making 



Caroline Islands, and insist that in view of 
all these circumstances Germany's violation 
of international law was inexcusable. 

It is rumored that on the meeting of the 
Cortes Benor Elduayen, minister of foreign 
affairs, will resign, and that in consequence 
of the Caroline Islands affair be will refuse 
the Grand Cross offered him by Germany. 
It is also thought likely that the Spanish 
minister at Berlin will be recalled. The 
Spanish nowspapers have faint hopes that 
Germany will abandon her claim to the 
islands. 

The Caroline islands, or the New Philip- 
pines, embrace hundreds of small islands, 
which have been ranged in forty-eight sep- 
arate groups. They are situated between 
the Ladrones and Marian islands and New 
Guinea, extending from 8 to 1 1 degrees 
northern latitude, and from 148 degrees to 
181 degrees eastern longitude. The first 
island of the groups was dis- 
covered in 1.V35, by the Potuguese 
Diego da Rocha. The Spainard Alvaro 
de Bavedra then discovered the Elivi or
